Thompson, Fred Lundin, and other 
members of the executive committee 
of the William Hale Thompson Repub- 
lican club were the real editors and 
publishers of The Republican, the 
weekly organ of the Chicago city hall 
Torces.

EPITOME OF NEWS 
FROM WASHINGTON

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20. 
EVIDENCE of the growing tension be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
continues to accumulate, as a result 
of the Tien-Tsin incident and friction 


among the expeditionary forces in Si- 
beria. The attack on American guards 
by Japanese soldiers at Tien-Tstn, it 
now appears, was unprovoked, and if 
this version of the clash ise confirmed 
by Minister Reinsch from Peking, an 


‘apology probably will be demanded. 


The seriousness of the situation is 
further emphasized by reports being 
received by the government of the at- 
titude of the Japanese in Siberia prior 
to the armistice, which imply hat the 
Tokio government was more pro-Ger- 
man than pro-ally during the closing 
year of the war. 

That this suspicion was shared by 
the French is born out by the publi- 
cation of the views of M. Delanney, 
French ambassador to Japan, quoted fm 
Congressional Record by Representa- 


tive Fuller of Massachusetts. 


THE state department has started an

Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Spe- 
clal.J—An alleged scheme of a Jap 
anese syndicate to colonize a large 
tract of land in northern Mexico ad- 
joining California is being investigated 
by the state department. 

According to an account reaching 
the department the California and 
Mexican Land and Cattle company of 
Los Angeles has been negotiating for 
the sale of 800,000 acres of land at the 
head of the Gulf of California to a 
Japanese concern interested in exploit- 
ing large properties. 

Plan Bringing Thousands. 

The Japanese who approached the 
owners of the land are understood to 
have stated that they had in view the 
development of a great agricultural 
project with Japanese labor. The plan 
is said to call for the transportation of 
thousands of Japanese to this part of 
Mexico. 

Report of negotiations was transmit- 
ted to the state department by Senator 
Phelan of California. The senator said 
that according to his information the 
deal was practically closed. His letter 


did not indicate clearly that it was a 
Japanese syndicate seeking to obtain | 
the Mexican tract.

GIVEN NEW WAGE 


Special Report Accepted; | 
Nationalizing Plan Is 
May 20. 


LONDON, March 20.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.]}—Andrew Bonar Law, 
the government spokesman, in a 
Statement in the house of commons 
this evening said the government had 
accepted the report of the special coal 


commission, of which Justice Sir John 
Sankey is chairman, including its un- 
dertaking to report on the question 
of nationalization by May 20 and to 
issue interim reports from time to 
time on the problem of improvements 
in the coal industry. 

Proposals of this nature would be 
put into immediate operation, Mr. 
Bonar Law declared. This involved the 
continuance of coal control for two 
years. 


Shorter Hours, More Wages. 


With reference to the Sankey report, 
which, he explained, was signed by 
three representatives of the employ- 
ers not directly concerned in the coal 
industry, and granted the miners two- 
thirds of their demands in wages, Mr. 
Bonar Law said that the signers of 
the report recommended a further re- 
duction in hours in 1921 because they 
assumed that by then the output of 
1913, namely, 287,000,000 tons, would 
be resumed. The estimated cost of 
what was recommended for the cur- 
rent year was $215,000,000. 

lt was proposed that the profits 
of. the coal inasters should be limited 
to 14 pence per ton. Taking all things 


to the taxpayers would be nearly $150,- 
000,000. 


Reach Transport Proposal. 

Mr. Bonar Law also announced that 
the employers had made what he him- 
self and the labor minister considered 
reasonable proposals to the transport 
workers, and he had reason to be- 
lieve these would prove acceptable to 
the men. 

The negotiations with the railroad 
men had. not been concluded. A de- 
tailed statement of the men’s demands 
and the sum involved, together with 
details of the government's offer, would 
be published. 

Meanwhile, said the speaker, the 
government had definitely proposed 
that wages, including the war donus, 
should be retained at the present level 
until the end of the current year. 
The men had, in addition to that, 
however, pressed further demands in- 
volving an estimated additional ex- 
penditure of more than $50,000,000, 
which, in the present position of the 
railroads, was a very serious thing.

Reductions were announced as fol- 
lows: 

Pig iron, basic, reduced from 
to $26.75 per gross ton. 

Four inch billets reduced from $43 
to $38.50 per gross ton. 

Two inch billets, reduced from $47 
to $42 per gross ton. 

Bars, reduced from 
per hundred pounds. 

Plates, reduced from $3 to $2.65 
per hundred pounds. 

Structural steel, reduced to $2.45 per 
hundred pounds. 

Cut 10 to 15 Per -Cent. 

The cuts range from 10 to nearly 
15 per cent. 

While those who participated in the 
conference would not discuss the steps 
by which the final prices were reached, 
it is understood that the schedule sub- 
mitted early in the day by the steel 
men called for considerably smaller 
reductions.

Mayor Subs of Tariff, but: 


Is Silent on Chicago’s 
Finances. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 


[Second Article on the Record of 
Thompson as Mayor.] 

Politics and finances have been 
mixed at the city hall during the 
Thompson régime with a bewildering 
result. The card index of jobs at 
headquarters hus been the sacred ele. 
phant. Always hungry, its feed bill 
has driven the city to the edge of bank- 
ruptcy. 

City budgets have been sacrificed to 


keep all the battlers possible on the! 


pay roll, for the building of a politi- 
cal mcahine that can deliver the votes 
has been the abiding ambition of the 
“inner circle” over which Fred Lun. 
din ably presides. But now the bill 


‘must be paid, and as usual the public 


must dig. 

Here is something worth pondering 
over: 

The city tax rate will jump $1.98 to 
$3.21, an increase of 62 per cent, this 
year, if the legislature gives the reme- 
dies proposed for the city’s present 
financial straits, and propused bond 
issues of $9,500,000 go through. 

Twenty years from now the next 
generation of taxpayers will just be 
finishing bills rolled up during the 
Thompsen administration for current 
expenses, such as lead pencils, pens 
and ink, street cleaning and garbage 
removals, On Apri) 1 the voters are 
to vote upon a $9,500,000 bond issues to 
cover this deficit. 


City in Financial Hole. 


Mayor Thompson in his campaign 
literature is sobbing bitterly over the 
Democratic tariff, but so far he has 
vouchsafed no remarks upon the finan- 
cial hole into which the city has been 
plunged through lack of a financial 
policy during the last four years. It 
will be the purpose of this article to 
furnish a few of these. omitted details 
and to throw a bit of light on spots 
that are dark. The figures, it may be 
stated, are from public reports and 
other authoritative sources at the city 
hall. 

Some six weeks ago Ald. John Cough- 
lin arose tin the city council and said 
the income from the city’s corporate 
taxes had decreased 5 cents on the dol- 
lar Yn eight years. Ald. Fisher chal- 
lenged the statement, whereupon 
Mayor Thompson called Mr. Fisher to 
the rostrum and volunteered “to 
prove ” the charge of the “ Bath.” The 
mayor presented Ala Fisher with a 
chart. It was a round chart, resem- 
bling somewhat one of CHarles Chap- 
lin’s famous pies, and it was carved 
off into segments purporting to show 
how each dollar of tax+. collected in 
Chicago is distributed. 

Chart Leaves Out Things. 

The chart showed that of every dol- 
Jar of taxes the city corporate fund 
received 21.4 cents in 1910 and only 
18.4 in 1918. ‘“‘ There's the proof,” said 
the mayor. Unfortunately, the chart 
left out several things. Since 1910 a 
lot of little special tax rates have been 
allowed. In 1910 the corperate fund 
paid not only for corpoate expense 
but also for judgments, pensions, and 
playgrounds. In 1918 there was a spe- 
cial tax for judgments, another for 
pensions, and another for playgrounds. 
So that when these are added, the fig- 
ures show that in 1918 the city re- 
ceived 22.7 cents out of every dollar 
of taxes to cover activities for which 
the city got 21.4 cents in 1910. 

In other words, instead of a decrease 


in’ the city’s share of the total taxes,. 


as Mayor Thompson and the “ Bath- 

house” contended, there was actually 

en increase.

taxes each year. But the tax rate it- 
self has likewise grown. In 1914 it 
was $1.70 for all corporate purposes, 
bonds and library. These taxes were 
collected in 1915, the first year of the 
Thompson administration. The tax 
mate for the same purposes in 1915 
was $1.82; in 1916, $1.97; in 1917, $2.01 
and in 1918, $1.98 

So that during the Thompson ad- 


ministration, the city’s share of every 
dollar of taxes has not only grown but 
the number of dollaars has also in- 
'creased through advancing property 
valuations and higher tax rates. 

Now it is proposed to increase the 
city’s maximum tax rate for general 
purposes from $1.20 to $2.35. Adding 
in the bonds, library and other out- 
side rates, the real city rate thie year 
is $1.98 and if the bill is passed by t.e 
legislature this will be boosted to $3.13. 

An Increase of 62 Per Cent. 

In addition, if the bon <3 are ap 
proved for $9.500,000 to tal.e care of 
the deficit accummilated during the 
last. four years, eight cents will be 
added to the rate, making a total city 
rate of $3.21 as compared with $1.98 for 
this year. It is an increase of 62 per 
cent. It is not being paraded during 
the mayoralty contest, for it is hardly. 
what one would term a “ talking argu- 
ment” for the administration spell- 
binders. 

Of course no one familiar with rev- 
enue affairs will contend that an in- 
crease should not be given. Chicago 
needed more money in 1914 and it 
needs more money now. But the fact 
does stick out that during four years 
no effort has been made to regulate 
expenses according to income. The 
witness to this is the proposed $9,500,- 
000 bond issue to pay for things which 
should have been paid for out of corpo- 
rate funds. And one great trouble is 
that the legislature, through lack of 
confidence in the city financiers, will 
decline to grant the relief. If the 
city loses $7,000,000 in saloon licenses 
this will be serious. 

A Reason for Skepticism. 

' One reason for skepticism at Spring- 
field is the conflicting financtal fig- 
ures given out by the city hall. Appar- 
ently some one has become an adept 
in juggling the multiplication table. 
For example, it has been extremely 
difficult to ascertain exactly the size 
of Chicago’s present deficit. In the 
comptroller’s estimates of January it 
was placed at $4,060,771. A month 
later the comptroller made i: $4.633,- 
000, and last week the finance com- 
mittee decided the figure should be 
boosted to $5,134,276. , 

Just fancy how long a bank would 
last if run on such a system. In ad- 
dition the finance comimittee tacked 
on $4,365,724 to take care of the san- 
itary district’s bills, which brought the 
total up to $9,500,000, the amount for 
which the voters are asked to author- 
ize bonds April 1. 

But even then there is another short 
chapter to the story. The sanitary 
district’s bill instead of being $4,3665.,- 
734 is actually $5,030,052. It has a 
judgment of record for that amount 
and in addition it has bills for elec- 
tric current amounting to $99,423 for 
the payment of which no court order 
has been obtained. So that if the

For the first forty years of our 
national life the population increase held 
steadily at 3 to 3.5 per cent a year. If 
we stop immigration now it will fall to 
less than 1.5 per cent and perhaps as 
low as 1 per cent, for our heavy birth 
rate has been among our foreign born.

Then let us admit that stopping im-

After about one generation with us the 
so-called foreign stock also has a low 
birth rate. 

I have before me some figures for 
France. In that country there is no 
immigration worth speaking of, and the 
birth rate is but little higher than the 
death rate. It is in consequence of that, 
in great measure, that the world found 
it necessary to go to the aid of France 
in 1914. In 1913 there were only 17,000 
more births than deaths. The excess in 
Chicago alone was much greater than 
that. In 1914 there were 560,000 more 
deaths than births. In the four years 
of the war there were 883,160 more 
deaths than births, and this did not in-

However, on the average, excluding 
immigration will lower death rates for 
awhile.

Sweitzer last night paid particular 
attention to the ‘traction issue.

“WILD JACK’ BACON 
CONVICTED FOR

“Wild Jack” Bacon, who shot and 
killed his friend, Jeremiah McDonald, 
was convicted of manslaughter 7 
day. 

The shooting occurred more than a 


year ago in Welch's saloon at 85 West 
Randolph street. Bacon, who had two | 
other homicides in his record and who | 
had resigned from the police force | 
after shooting up a picture of Mayor 
Thompson, had been drinking heavily. 

He entered a defense of temporary | 
insanity and sald his mind was a blank 
at the time and he had no recollection 
of shooting McDonald. . 

The dead man left a widow and two 
children. There was an offer made to 
settle the case for $1,500, and the wid- 
ow was about to take it, because her 
daughtér Geraldine was il] and money 
was needed. If she took the money | 
she was not to prosecute. The state’s 
attorney's office, however, refused to 
stand aside. 

A jury in Judge Kavanagh's court re 
turned the verdict. The penalty is 
an indeterminate sentence, one year 
to life, in the penitentiary. 

The defendant, who is 68 years old, 
was tried some years ago on a charge 
of slaying his partner, Detective 
Charles Arado, but was exonerated.

Philip Gibbs, war correspondent of 
the London Chronicle, whose dis- 
patches last summer during the later 
allied drives were published in Tue 
TRIBUNE, last night told the story of 
England’s great struggle before an 
audience that almost filled Orchestra 
hall.

DEFENDS FEE GOLF 


Player Urges Charge of 50 
Cents for Round, Not Season 
Rate, at Jackson Park Public 


Links. 


HICAGO, March 20.—[Editor 
of The Tribune.]—As one of 
hundreds who depend chiefly 
on the Jackson park public 

golf course for their necessary rec- 
reation, I am glad to see that the 
plan of charging a fee for the use 
of the links is considered. I hope 
the charge will be made 50 cents a 
round (of eighteen holes), and that 
the idea of a fee for the season 
be not. considered. There are too 
many idlers at Jackson park (who 
camp there with the opening of the 
good golfing season and live there, 
more or less monopolizing the links, 
the rest of the summer) for a s@a- 
son fee to be practical and just. 
Let the man who plays seven days 
a week pay just as much daily as 
the man who plays once or twice a 
week or less. 

Would it not be practical to make 
the charging fee operative only 
after. say,9a.m.? Then the work- 
er can get in his round or part 
round before he goes to toil and 
not have to pay for it. Those com- 
ing after 9 a. m. are likely not to 
have to steal time away from busi- 
ness and work in order to play, and 
probably can better afford the 
small tax. 

Also the smaller boys (in behalf 
of whom a free course is urged) can, 
if genuinely fond of the game, get 
out to the course and start their 
rounds before 9 o'clock. 

As to whether the idea of making 
play on both Saturday and Sun- 
day, or Saturday afternoon only, 
free—on the assumption that those 
are the times when the workers 
(the producers) do most of the play- 
ing, and play at no other time—I 
cannot make more than a mere 
suggestion, as I never play on those 
days. Possibly the play on those 
days might be restricted to all who 
have not played during the rest of 
the week, or at least more than 
once during the rest of the week. 

But: I.do hope, out of a spirit of 
fairness and general improvement 
of the golfing opportunities, that a 
daily fee of some kind (50 cents, 
I hope) will be decided upon.

It begins to appear that the cancel- 
jation of unfilled contracts which it was 
thought would constitute a big after 
the war problem in the business situ- 
ation, is vanishing as a possible dis- 
turbing factor and that the country as 
a whole will be hardly aware of any 
adverse effect from the quick ending 
of such contracts. 

It is.a fairly reasonable estimate that 
the government will not be obliged to pay 


out much more than $250,000,000 in set- 
tiement of the $5,000,000,000 of contracts 
to be settled within the next few months.
